The crniser is the sole 
unit remaining of the allied British and French squadrons that, took up 
the wait for the Deutschland shortly after the German submarine thrilled 
the world by crossing the broad Atlantic and reaching an American port.

then It was learned for the first time

Bailey gave important information 


to the crown about the activities of 
Casement in Germany, particularly 
as regards his efforts

Iri-b prisoners of war to enlist In a 
bfitalllon to fight for Irish freedom, 
and was afterwards given his free- 
dom. 


The preliminary 
hearing 
lasted 


three days and the whole story of 
Casement's j,lotting was then brought 
to light. 
On May 17 both Casement 


and Bailey were held for trial In the 
high court on the charge of high 
treason, the specific accusation in 
tie indlcemtn being:

who Investigated conditions existing 
in all of the 
buildings of the city 


shows that pupils attending public 
schools in the city are not provided 
witff required accommodations The 
inspector In his report 
stated that 


the school buildings of the city were 
not up-to-date, over-crowded and un- 
sanitary. 


It Is pointed out by members of 


the board and citizens, who have in- 
vestigated school affairs, that if the 
contemplated improvements are not 
arranged for Immediately and the 
bond Issue passed in the coming pri- 
mary, it will mean that the state 
will make 
the 
required improve- 


ment*) and levy the necessary taxes 
to make the repairs specified In the 
report of the building Inspector. 


When this is understood, it lsteasy 


to see that the repairs and additions 
that will be made by this plan will 
only be a temporary relief from the 
congested condition that existed last 
year, and which will Increase more 
each year. 
Consequently In future 


years the school 
buildings of the 


city would be wholly unfit for hous- 
ing pupils. 


The board states that on the other 


hand if the bond i^sue for improve- 
ments and new building is carried 
in the coming primary, adequate ac- 
commodations for school pupils for 
many years to come will be provided 
for.
